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The Week in Brief 


News 


Business outlook declared favorable by bankers. Index 
numbers of ten commodity groups compared with 
chemicals and drugs. 


January imports of dyes were larger than December 
figures. Review of 1923 imports shows rapid growth 
in the domestic industry. 


Imports of chemicals during 1923 increased 20 per cent 
over 1922, and exceeded exports by $64,000,000. 


Seized German patents yielded the United States Gov- 
ernment $1,000,153 in Royalties. 


Caustic acid bills in two states, upset insecticide manu- 
facturers, and may affect proprietary preparations 
containing certain products. 


Markets 


Essential oils are steadily recovering the loss sustained 
last week. Oil lemon and orange are firm on spot. 


Fine and medicinal chemicals are in seasonable demand, 
although the comparatively mild weather has result- 
ed in light demand for salicylates. 


Crude drug prices appear to be subjected to sharp 
cutting. The trade thinks that low-priced houses can- 
not exist much longer. 


Demand for industrial chemicals confined mainly to 
small quantities for immediate delivery. White ar- 
senic weaker as demand for calcium arsenate from 
cotton growers fails to materialize. 


Makers of phenol sold up or not offering and supplies 
in the open market are becoming more difficult to 
locate. Benzene and toluene continue strong. Cre- 
svlic acid reduced by importers. 


Crushers have advanced prices of linseed oil for for- 
ward delivery. Cottonseed oil continues weak with 
further declines in the market. Olive oil in small 
supply abroad and further advances in prices ex- 
pected.

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WHAT CHEMICAL PRICES INDICATE 


Prices of drugs and chemicals during December 
last furnished the commercial agencies and Govern- 
ment departments in Washington with an index 
number which they calculated to be 130 and which 
is the same index number obtained by averaging 
prices for December, 1922. Out of ten commodity 
groups, chemical and drugs and farm products 
were the only group that remained unchanged. 
The 130 index figure for chemicals and drugs com- 
pares with 124 in January, 1922, when prices were 
lowest and 213 in May, 1920, when wholesale prices 
moved up to the peak for the year. 

In other commodity groups the index numbers 
for December show increases in food prices, cloths 
and clothing, metal and metal products, and de- 
creases in fuel and lighting, building material, 
house furnishing goods, miscellaneous products and 
in average prices of all commodities. 

Bradstreet’s index number for chemicals and 
drugs compiled for Feb. 1 on the basis of actual 
prices at the end of January is the same as for 
December, indicating no improvement so far this 
year. Many leading industries, however, record a 
decrease, including textiles, building materials, 
fruits, live stock and provisions. An increase is 
reported in hides and leather, metals, breadstuffs, 
oils and eoal. A fair idea of price conditions is 
obtained from the statement of a commercial agency 
that out of 106 individual products 31 advanced in 
price, 28 declined and 47 remained unchanged. It 
is apparent that business has staying-power, which 
means well-sustained buying, even if not in great 
volume. 





SYNTHETIC MENTHOL 


Synthetic menthol, or rather an optically inactive 
isomer of the ordinary natural U.S.P. menthol, is 
now being offered in a limited way in New York 
for arrival from England in about a week. Al- 
though this product has been offered in England 
by the manufacturer for some months past, the 
announcement of the product in this country a 
week or two ago, apparently attracted the attention 
of many menthol consumers. The pros and cons of 
synthetic and natural menthols have become very 
active topics of conversation in the New York trade. 
Diseussion has been rife with much smelling, tast- 
ing, and comparing of samples. Samples have been 
sent to various parts of the country and the verdict 
is still in the hands of the jury,—the consumers. 

A canvass of the trade in New York has revealed 
several new menthols apparently ahout to be offered 


on the American market. In addition to the iso- 
menthol of English origin, said to be built up from 
an isolate of eucalyptus oil, three others have come 
to light. ‘T'wo are being or will be made in this 
country from American peppermint oil. The third 
is of German origin with a rose type odor which 
beclouds its source. While the English material 
is a mixture of white crystals and colorless liquid 
at ordinary room temperature, the other three re- 
tain their form of small white crystals. The Eng- 
lish product is priced at nine dollars to arrive, 
about three dollars or so under the natural. Al- 
though the odor and taste approximate natural 
menthol, use is restricted because the new product 
is not U.S.P. It is also said to be four times as 
toxic as the U.S.P. At least one of the American 
menthols to be offered, however, will be strictly 
U.S.P. The German material is said to be held 
at $10.50 for shipment while the American has not 
reached the price stage as yet. 

In the menthol problem of to-day, the whys 
and wherefores of the various new products are 
merely sidelights. If outside competition eventually 
forces the Japanese to quit gambling with the men- 
thol crop. and to stabilize the market at a reason- 
able price, the consumers of the world may give 
thanks. They have danced to the music of Japanese 
speculators for many a weary year. But, then 
again, these new things are just beginning. An- 
other ten years may tell a different story. Japan- 
ese menthol producers may know by 1934 that they 
have been in active competition,—competition which 
has sounded the death knell of many a natural 
product in the past—with chemical synthesis. 





NEEDED—SOME BLUNT ADVICE 

Citing an instance where a jobber in insecticides 
purchased a lot of calcium arsenate from a manu- 
facturer at 13¢ per pound last year and resold it 
at 20e to another dealer, the farmer eventually 
paying 35¢ per pound for four hundred pounds, 
J. A. Moore, Jr., president, Gulf Chemical & Re- 
fining Co.. recently stated, according to the Manu- 
facturers Record: 

“It seems to be quite generally understood by 
the well informed that neither the calcium arsen- 
ate manufacturer, nor the arsenic producer could 
be held responsible for excessive prices paid by 
the consumer of calcium arsenate. The 
producers have been given some very unfavorable 
and damaging publicity which, under the circum- 
stances, is extremely unfair. One has only to 
analyze the situation with facts, rather than hear- 
say, to conclude that excessive prices for calcium 
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arsenate do not come from the producer but result 
from profits taken by handlers of calcium arsenate 
between producer and consumer. 

“It is unreasonable to suppose that calcium 
arsenate producers could break even by selling 
their material at 10c per pound when they are 
called upon to hold their material for a seasonal 
demand, with the possibility facing them of ship- 
Ping only about half of their production and hold- 
ing the other half for the following season. F 
One problem causing high prices could be 
promptly eliminated if farmers purchasing calcium 
arsenate would rely upon their bankers for infor- 
mation as to costs and sources of supply, then 
purchase the material early through their bankers 
or merchants, anticipating as near as possible ap- 
proximate requirements.” 


If calcium arsenate were available in sufficient 
quantities at three or four cents per pound at a 
moment’s notice for every cotton farmer when and 
where he needed it, little protest would likely be 
heard from the agriculturists. Whether the manu- 
facturer makes money on his product is not their 
concern. They are looking for cheap arsenate, 
and they apparently do not care at whose expense 
they get it. From this same angle, just why should 
the arsenate producer care a great deal if some 
farmers were forced to pay fancy prices by local 
dealers because of shortsightedness on the part 
of the farmer in failing to take care of his needs 
in advance? 

The attitude of farmers and their state organ- 
izations toward calcium arsenate has been wrong 
from the beginning. They have ignored the pleas 
of makers to arrange for supplies well in advance 
so that the producers might judge how much to 
manufacture, hoping to get through a season with- 
out the weevil attacking the crop. They have 
consistently refused to buy until the insect actually 
made its appearance. They want cheap arsenate 
when they need it, but are not willing to co-operate 
to this end. Every day that they waited in 1922 
and 1923 cost them dearly. and the same will 
probably be repeated in 1924. Two big arsenate 
makers have quit the field and others may follow 
The situation is not by any means improving from 
the farmer’s viewpoint. A little blunt advice 
now from the U. S. Department of Agriculture 
might save the cotton farmer some money next 
summer. 





The importance of the fight against the boll 
weevil is better understood when the financial in- 
terest in cotton is studied. Beginning with the 
planting of the cotton the banker is called upon to 
finance the farmers whose crops run into a billion 
and a half dollars annually. The cotton when 
picked must be moved and marketed, and the 
banker, the railroads, the warehousemen, and the 
cotton mills become interested. The raw material 
and the labor involved in manufacturing cotton 
represent an expenditure of nearly three billion 
dollars. Raw cotton sold abroad last year was 
valued at $807,000,000, and represented one-fifth 
of the export trade of the United States. All! these 
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interests are combining to fight the pest and in 
doing so they are performing a national service, 
for cotton is essential in every walk in life. 





Manufacturers of insecticides are considerably 
agitated by bills introduced in the New Jersey 
and Virginia legislatures which require a poison 
label and directions for treatment in case of acci- 
dental poisoning, with the names of antidotes. The 
Proprietary Association is joining with the Insecti- 
cide and Disinfectant Manufacturers Association 
in opposing the bills, because attorneys believe the 
measures may affect all preparations containing 
eresols or cresylic acid. The trade should be fully 
posted on the requirements as described in this issue 
of Drue & CuemicaL Markers, in case the bills 
are enacted into laws. Considerable preparation 
will be necessary to comply with the directions 
regarding the many acids named. 





Many Men: Many Minds | 

















Out of every $8 of our national income, $1 goes for - 


taxes, federal, state and local. The boy whose living 
expenses are $8 a week pays $1 in taxes, in the form 
of prices made higher by taxation. The man who pays 
cut $24 a week is paying $3 of taxes, the man expending 
$48 pays $6, and so on. And he pays this, even if he 
coes not own one dollar’s worth of taxable property. 
He pays it in cost of living and he cannot pass the 
cost along to anybody else—Wall Street Journal. 


Discussing the decision in the Chemical Foundation 
suit, the “Chemical Age” of London, says: “Unlike the 
usage of the corresponding legal authority in this coun- 
try, the Department adds in advance that it has every 
confidence in ultimately winning the case, and regardless 
of the restrictions in this country imposed on cases still 
sub judice the matter will no doubt be freely discussed 
in the American press. The whole transaction indicates 
the remarkable way in which some things are done in 
the United States.” 


Commenting on the demand of the German Colonial 
Society for the return of Germany’s lost colonies in ex- 
change for the remedy for sleeping sickness discovered 
by a German chemist, the “New York Times” says: 
“In all probability the sleeping sickness remedy will not 
long remain a secret. By safe presumption it is one of 
the arsenical compounds already found efficacious in the 
treatment of other like maladies, and its duplication by 
foreign chemists is far from impossible. 1t would be 
the part of wisdom as well as of generosity if the Ger- 
man formula at once were divulged under only such 
restrictions as have been placed on insulin.” 


Irenee du Pont, president of E. I. du Pont de Nemours 
& Co., discussing taxes in the company’s report to 
stockholders, says: “A tax levied on those ‘most able 
to bear’ sounds attractive to those exempted, who are 
the majority. The writer is convinced that the present 
profit and.surtaxes result in a much greater burden 
on those who are not taxed than would be their fair 
share of the tax to be raised. A tax on profits is equiva- 
lent to a bonus paid for inefficiency. Surtaxes are ob- 
jectionable because they drive much capital from pro- 
ductive industry, through the route of Federal, State 
and municipal securities, into publicly operated pro- 
jects which yield on the average only a small return 
to the community. 
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Chemical Imports Increase 20 Per Cent. 





Aggregate Value Estimated at $210,609,185 Compared 
With Exports for 1923 Valued at $146,147,420—Coal- 
Tar Chemicals Advanced in Value from $11,000,000 
in 1922 to $17,000,000 in 1923—Fertilizer Imports Form 

’ 30 Per Cent of Chemicals and Advance 39 Per Cent 
in Quantity—Many Industrial Chemicals Show Re- 
ductions—Arsenic and Sulfuric Acid Imports Exceed 
1922 Figures

Washington, D. C., Feb. 13.—In analyzing the pre- 
liminary figures for the imports of chemicals and allied 
products into the United States for the year 1923, says 
the Chemical Division of the Department of Commerce, 
it is observed that the improved conditions which were 
found in the export trade are true of the import trade. 
The statement follows: . 

The total imports of chemicals and allied products in 
1923 had an aggregate value of $210,609,185, and total 
exports, $146,147,420. If it were possible to procure 
accurate comparative figures for the year 1922 for the 
imports, it is thought that the same relative gain of 
one-fifth which was made in the exports in 1923 com- 
pared with 1922, was made in the imports. Like the 
cutgoing trade, incoming shipments during the last 
half of 1923 were smaller than during the first half 
of the year. Another point of similarity between for- 
eign purchases and foreign sales, was the fact that the 
groups included under the heading “Chemicals and 
Allied Products” which showed important changes in 
exports, also recorded changes in imports. These groups 
were Increases, coal-tar chemicals,—exports, 62 per 
cent, imports, 57 per cent; fertilizers and fertilizer ma- 
terials, exports, 24 per cent, imports, 40 per cent; de- 
creases, industrial chemicals, exports, 3 per cent, and 
imports 9 per cent. 

For comparative purposes, in some instances in the 
following report, the figures for 1922 have been taken 
from Table Number 9, “Imports for Consumption” from 
“Foreign-Commerce and Navigation of the United 
States,” whereas the majority of the figures for 1922 
and all for 1923 are preliminary figures as furnished 
in the “Monthly Summary,” are general imports and 
subject to revision. 


Higher Value of Coal-Tar Chemicals 

The total imports of coal-tar chemicals advanced 
from a value of $11,012,769 in 1922 to $17,273,682 in 
1923. Of this amount, in 1923, two-thirds was made 
up of crude materials and 30 per cent of finished coal- 
tar products. Dead or creosote oil was the most im- 
portant commodity received when 64,199,636 gallons 
worth $10,071,393 arrived in 1923, an increase of 54 
per cent in quantity and 137 per cent in value. Naphtha- 
lene to the value of $578,563 (21,036,458 pounds) 
came in 1923. Receipts of alizarin and derivatives 
fell from $701,934 (479,850 pounds) in 1922, to $403,612 
(290,130 pounds) in 1923. Indications are that there was 
no radical change made in amounts of colors, dyes and 
stains, color acids, and color bases, entering the United 
States in 1923 as compared with 1922. In 1923, receipts 
were valued at $4,424,311 (3,252,383 pounds), of which 
amount, 44 per cent came from Germany, and 30 per 
cent from Switzerland. 


Reductions in Industrial Chemicals 


The striking feature of the imports of industrial 
chemicals was the very high percentages of gains or 
losses that occurred in many of the commodities, as 


for example, the increases in receipts of arsenic which 
gained over 1,000 per cent from 1922; of sulfuric acid, 
543 per cent; glycerin, 326 per cent; sodium nitrite, 
257 per cent; ammonium chloride, 181 per cent; am- 
monium perchlorate, 137 per cent; and decreases of, 
97 per cent, in calcium acetate and chloride; citric 
acid, 47 per cent; arsenic sulfide, 43 per cent; bleaching 
powder, 63 per cent; citrate of lime, 91 per cent; and 
sodium ferrocyanide, 70 per cent.

*Unit of quantity is tons, 
Heavy Fertilizer Imports 

Fertilizers and fertilizer materials which accounted 
for 30 per cent of total chemical imports advanced 39 
per cent in quantity and 41 per cent in value from 1,340,- 
440 tons, valued at $45,122,574 in 1922 to 1,857,866 tons, 
$63,881,361 in 1923. Advances were made in all the 
individual items embraced under this head except in 
crude potassium chloride, and kainite. Purchase of 
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sodium nitrate which comprised nearly two-thirds of the 
total fertilizers rose 60 per cent in value from $26,152,- 
723 (542,464 tons) to $42,955,770 (891,679 tons). The fo!- 
lowing table shows the details of the imports of fer- 
tilizers and fertilizer materials in the years 1922 and

Gums and Essential Oils Gain 

Gums, resins, and balsams, another very necessary 
import group, representing 20 per cent of our total 
with its gain of 40 per cent over 1922, reflected the 
continued expansion of the chemical industry as a whole. 
Some of the commodities which showed important ad- 
vances were: shellac, 54 per cent; crude camphor, 42 
per cent; refined and synthetic camphog, 53 per cent; 
gum arabic, 55 per cent. 

Although the total amounts of drugs, herbs, leaves 
and roots which were brought into the United States 
in 1923 surpassed by 10 per cent the value of 1922, some 
of the shipments of the individual items failed to reach 
the 1922 figure, such as, licorice extract, and nux vomica. 
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Cinchona bark’ receipts lost 15 per cent in value but 
rose 13 per cent in quantity. 

Larger amounts of some essential oils, and lesser 
quantities of others were received in 1923 than in 1922, 
making the totals therefore, for the two years about 
the same. 


Perfumery, and Cosmetics Imports Fall 

Perfumery and other toilet preparations which former- 
ly played such an important part in import trade fell 
approximately one-third from a total valuation of $8,- 
973,609 in 1922, to $5,612,789 in 1923. It is interesting 
to note that in 1923, the imports are over a million 
dollars below the exports. Appreciable reductions were 
made in the incoming shipments of perfumery includ- 
ing cologne, bay rum, and cosmetics, powders and 
creams, which diminished from $5,905,189 to $2,366,987, 
for the first; from $243,826 to $64,935, and from $921,677 
to $711,050 for the last named; On the other hand, 
the domestic demand for perfume materials, for much of 
which we are dependent upon foreign countries, swelled 
from $1,902,917 in 1922 to $2,469,817. 





Secretary of Commerce Hoover has appealed to the 
House Commerce Committee for legislation to make 
the present foreign service of the Bureau of Foreign 
and Domestic Commerce a permanent feature. Secre- 
tary Hoover in explaining the need for such legislation, 
informed the committee that out of the 1,000,000 letters 
te the State Department, 55,000 related to business and 
commerce, while 980,000 letters came to the Department 
of Commerce with reference to foreign trade.

Production in 22 basic industries closed 1923 
at the lowest point of the year. The same was 
true of chemical prices. Both downward move- 
ments were due primarily to the contraction in 
business from May to December, and steadily re- 
duced output over this period, preceded in each 
industry by a slump in demand. Iron, steel, cot- 
ton and woolen cloths, petroleum, sugar, lumber, 
led in the contraction of operations. Chemical 
production is believed to have been reduced dur- 
ing the last quarter of the year, although nobody 
can authoritatively confirm this. In the chart

U. S. Steel Corporation’s unfilled tonnage on January 
31, amounted to 4,798,429 tons, against 4,445,339 on De- 
cember 31, an increase of 353,090 tons. On November 
30, 1923, unfilled orders aggregated 4,368,384; on Octo- 
ber 31, 4,672,825 and on January’ 31, 1923, 6,910,776 tons. 
Increase of 353,090 tons in U. S. Steel’s unfilled orders 
in January gives some measure of the improvement in 
the trade since the first of the year. Bookings at the 
end of January, 4,798,429 tons, were the largest since 
September, 1923, when orders were 5,035,750 tons. 


Loading of revenue freight for the week ended Janu- 
ary 26 amounted to 891,326 cars, a decline of 3,950 from 
the previous week, according to the American Railway 
Association. 





Bradstreet’s index number for chemicals and drugs, 
compiled for Feb. 1 on the basis of actual prices at 
the end of January, shows no change. Six numbers 
show decrease during January, including live stock, pro- 
visions, textiles, fruits and building materials; 6 show 
increase, including breadstuffs, hides and leather, metals, 
oils and coal. Among individual articles, 31 rose, 28 
declined and 47 stood unchanged. 

In the Bradstreet table the February index marks 
a decline of 3.8 per cent from the same date in 1923, but 
an advance of 24 per cent over June 1, 1921, the low 
point of the deflation movement, 





“The trend of business in the first month of the new 
year has strengthened the feeling of confidence which 
developed in the last two months of 1923,” says the 
National City Bank, New York. In chemicals and 
drugs the index number of the Department of Labor, 
Washington, for December last was 130, the same as 
for December, 1922, compared with 124 in January, 
1922, when prices were the lowest, and 213 in May, 
1920, when prices were at the crest of the upward 
movement. 





Industrial employment in Detroit reached a new high 
mark last week when an increase of 2,820 brought 
the total to 242,331. This is 12,360 more than the 
peak of employment last spring against 205,618 for the 
same week last year. 





OVER 2,000 FAILURES IN JANUARY 

Business failures in January were the heaviest recorded 
for twenty-two months and liabilities were the largest 
for any month since October, 1907, according to Brad- 
street’s. January is ordinarily a month cf failures, 
owing to year-end liquidation and the winding up ot 
unsuccessful enterprises which had survived earlier stress. 

Failures for January totaled 2,258, an increase of 21.5 
Der cent over December, 1923, and of 2.4 per cent over 
January, 1923, but a decrease of 17 per cent from Janu- 
ary of 1922. Liabilities totaled $109,126,553, being 35.8 
per cent in excess of those for December, 1923, slightlv 
more than double those of January a year ago, and 3.2 
per cent in excess of those of January, 1922.

General conditions in the market for industrial chemi- 
cals have undergone little change during the week.

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AIR NITRATES 20 YEARS BEHIND EUROPE 
IN U. S. SAYS APPEAL TO PRESIDENT 


C. F. Graff Appeals for Broad American Nitrogen Fixa- 
tion Industry—Against Concentration at Muscle 
Shoals—American Nitrogen Cites German Production 
The U. S. is 20 years behind Europe in its nitrogen 

fixation industry, according to C. F. Graff, president, 

American Nitrogen Products Co., in a letter to the 

President and members of Congress. In appealing for 

Government aid to build up a broad air nitrate industry 

in the U. S., he protested against concentration of the 

industry at Muscle Shoals, and said his company would 
do as much as Mr. Ford in regulation and distribution 
of fertilizers and limitation of profits. 

The letter said in part “Our proposed governmental 
policy of air nitrogen encouragement will be broad 
and include Muscle Shoals; it will serve to quickly es- 
tablish the industry now ten to twenty years behind 
other countries; it will stimulate, rather than retard, 
competition, and reduce costs; it will tend to prevent 
monopoly and benefit the whole country. . . . With- 
out deprecating, in the least, the wonderful possibilities 
at Muscle Shoals and its strategic location, we say to 
the government, to agriculture and the public; if we are 
to have an air nitrogen industry in this country, let it 
be one that will challenge the world; one dependent, 
not upon only one plant and process but several plants 
so located, and several processes so chosen, as to most 
efficiently and cheaply produce nitrogen in its various 
forms for the benefit of the whole country rather than 
one particular section.” 

The soundness of our plan for the establishment and 
encouragement of several air nitrogen plants and pro- 
cesses judiciously distributed throughout the United 


- States, fostered by the government during the pericd 


of infancy and growth, must be admitted when one re- 
members that Germany, with her short-haul freighting, 
successfully operates several air nitrate plants, at least 
two of which, viz., Merseburg and Oppau, exceed in 
capacity by several times the proposed production of 
nitrogen at Muscle Shoals under the Ford plan. Merse- . 
burg’s annual capacity of fixed nitrogen is 220,000 touis; 
Oppau’s is 110,000 tons, and that of Germany as a whole 
is 400,000 tons, as compared with the proposed guaran- 
teed production by Mr. Ford at Muscle Shoals of only 
40,000 tons, or approximately one-fifth of this country’s 
present demand for nitrogen in the form of fertilizer 
alone. As a result, Germany is today practically self- 
sufficient as to her nitrogen needs and is importing 
scarcely at all. She is, in fact, preparing to export. 
Norway is in the same enviable position, and other 
countries are trailing close behind.” 





COMMITTEE RECOMMENDS FORD’S OFFER 
(Special to Druc & CHEMICAL MaRKETS) 

Washington, D. C., Feb. 13—Acceptance of Henry 
Ford’s offer for Muscle Shoals is recommended by the 
House Committee on Military Affairs, in reporting the 
bill to the House. Of the several offers the committee 
stated that Mr. Ford’s is clearly the best proposal as 
it includes both the power and nitrate plants, gives 
assurance that the benefit of economical production of 
fertilizers will be passed on to the consumer, furnishes 
a reasonable financial return to the Government, and 
makes a provision for the maintenance of nitrate plant 
No. 2 ready for immediate production of military ex- 
plosives.

Developments in the industries which consume coal- 
tar products have not been sufficient to cause any in- 
crease in business beyond routine buying in most pro- 
ducts. Except for an occasional flurry, buyers are in- 
clined to order only sufficient quantities for immediate 
consumption and usually these orders are accompanied 
by requests for immediate delivery. According to fac- 
tors in the trade, developments in the textile industry 
are gradually improving over the recent dull period and 
the next month or two are expected to see a consider- 
able change in the situation.

Inquiry was 
reported active during the week but prices held around 
the recently quoted levels. A large order would find 
a sudden stiffening in price and buyers are confining 
their orders to lots of a few thousand pounds. Cresylic 
acid has been coming in more freely and lower prices 
are announced by importers. Benzene and toluene are 
hclding their recent advances and producers report an 
active demand. Toluene is scarce and is the strongest 
of the two. Steel mills and coke ovens are operating 
at high capacity and supplies are increasing but the 
demand for benzene for fuel purposes is keeping pure 
products in small volume. Naphthalene for future de- 
livery is normal. Intermediates are marking time while 
waiting for improved demand. Diethylaniline is higher 
on small supply. Anthraquinone continues firm at recent 
prices. Aniline oil is steady. 


Coal-Tar Crudes 

Benzene—Demand for pure has been increasing and 
prices are higher in some quarters. Increased produc- 
tion of pure, however, would probably find a soften- 
ing in prices owing to competition provided there is no 
further change in the gasoline market. Motor benzene 
continues in active demand. Ninety per cent is higher 
at 23c per gallon in tanks and 28c in drums. Pure is 
quoted at 24c@25c in tank cars and 29c@30c in drums. 


Cresylic Acid—Supplies have been increasing owing 
to a lessened demand and a larger number of importers 
in the field.

Importations for 1923 totaled 21,036,458 
pounds compared with 3,144,332 pounds for 1922. 


Naphtha, Solvent—Demand continues along steady 
lines with prices strong at recent quotations. Tanks 
are quoted at 24c@25c and drums 29c@30c gallon. 


Phenol—Inquiries have been more numerous but 
business has been restricted because of the present high 
prices and scarcity of supplies. Producers are sold 
well in advance or are not offering at present while 
in the open market only odd lots are available here 
and there. Sales have been reported at 36%clb. while 
general quotations are named at 37c@38clb. 


Pyridine—Offerings are reported at $3.50 per gallon 
cn spot while shipments are named at $3.00 per gallon.

PRODUCTION OF OILS IN THREE MONTHS 
(Special to Druc & CHEemicaL MarkKETS) 

Washington, D. C., Feb. 13—Factory production of 
fats and oils during the three months ended Dec. 31, 
according to the Department of Commerce, was as 
follows: Vegetable oils, 771,081,452 pounds; fish oils, 
19,266,991 pounds; animal fats, 628,023,324 pounds; and 
grease, 101,832,480 pounds; a total of 1,520,204,247 
pounds. Greatest production, 516,578,731 pounds, ap- 
pears for edible and neutral lard. Next is cottonseed 
oil with 500,719,865 pounds, linseed oil with 165,559,777 
pounds, tallow with 111,300,226 pounds, cocoanut oil 
with 65,513,933 pounds, and corn oil with 27,723,963 
pounds. 

Production of refined oils was as follows: Cottonseed, 
343,255,681 pounds; cocoanut, 54,052,948 pounds; peanut, 
1.865,323 pounds; soya bean, 1,238,650 pounds; corn, 20,- 
597,222 pounds, and palm kernel 153,987 pounds. 





Olive oil has been added by the Tariff Commission 
to the list of commodities to be included in the investi- 
gation ordered into vegetable oils under the flexible 
provisions of the tariff law. The commission intends 
to make its vegetable oil investigation as broad as 
possible. 
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OLIVE OIL PRICES ADVANCING 





Italian Crop Short—European Countries Outbidding 
America—Spain May Levy Export Tax 

Higher prices for commercial olive oil are prophesied 
by prominent importers owing to the short crop of 
olives this year in Spain and Italy. Not only is the 
crop smaller this year but it is also from four to six 
weeks later than normal because of a long dry spell dur- 
ing the maturing period of the fruit. Already prices 
have advanced about ten cents a gallon in this country 
and shipment prices have been advancing steadily since 
the first of the year. 

The situation in Spain has been sufficient to cause the 
Government to consider an export tax on olive oil this 
year. This may have been due to pressure from olive 
oil interests, having made contracts at the usual prices, 
find themselves unable to meet their obligations and 
are seeking to annul their contracts in this way. No 
action has been taken yet but according to reports 
from abroad a referendum on the matter has been under 
consideration for some time. Italy is also short of olive 
oil and is turning to Spain for her added requirements. 
Lids for supplies at present indicate that European 
countries are outbidding American importers. 

Production of olives in Spain for the 1922-23 season 
totaled 1,539,551 metric tons, of which, 1,507,191 metric 
tens were used in producing oil. The crop this year 
is expected to fall far below this amount while the 
world consumption has been increasing. Imports in 
this country in 1923 amounted to 82,604,395 pounds as 
compared. with 64,758,351 pounds in 1922. 

The shortage has also affected castile soap and prices 
from abroad are unsettled. Commercial olive oil is 
used to a large extent in the textile industry while olive 
cil foots or sulfur olive oil, obtained .by extraction with 
carbon bisulfide of the pulp after the first pressings 
for pure oil, is used in the manufacture of soap in this 
country. 

Latest cables from Spain state that no olive oil may 
be exported without permission from the Government. 
Estimates of the oil production for 1923-24 in Spain 
are placed at 180,000 to 182,000 tons against a normal 
output of 280,000 to 300,000 tons. Italian production is 
estimated at 110,000 tons, the same as 1921 as against 
210,000 tons in 1920. Tunis estimates are placed at 
20,000 tons against an average yield of 50,000 tons.

The first month of 1924 has seen little change in the 
basic situation in the fine and medicinal chemical mar- 
ket, demand continuing restricted principally to routine 
needs of seasonable items. The exact trend of prices 
appears difficult to ascertain owing to the mixed ideas 
in the trade. A number of strong items are in evidence, 
but price cutting and underselling are being done, much 
to the detriment of attempts to stabilize the market. 
Stocks with few exceptions are none too heavy, although 
some recent arrivals have been large, but reports are 
heard that they were mostly “sold to arrive.” Acids 
in Italy appear to be firming up and with the best 
consuming season coming on a general trend upward is 
expected. 

Antipyrine and amidcpyrine are quoted at lower 
levels, due to keen competition for business. Imported 
tartaric has firmed up slightly and is now quoted at 
27%4c per pound. Japanese camphor slabs have eased 
off again, owing to weak demand and stiff competition. 
Iodine has been reduced by first hands. Imported citric 
acid is in active demand and reports are heard that 
stocks here have been reduced materially during the 
past fortnight. Mercury is on the upward swing and 
a firmer market is in evidence than for some time 
past.

RAISING PHARMACEUTICAL BUILDING FUND 

At a meeting of the board of directors of the American 
Pharmaceutical Association held in Washington, in De- 
cember, a committee was appointed to proceed with the 
organization details of the campaign to raise the funds 
necessary for construction of a building to house the 
American Pharmaceutical Association. Dr. H. A. B. 
Dunning of Baltimore, one of the leaders in the phar- 
maceutical field, was appointed chairman of the Cam- 
paign Committee and Dr. J. H. Beal, was chosen chair- 
man of the Headquarters Building Fund Committee. 

According te announcements by the chairmen of com- 
mittees, it is planned to organize committees in every 
state and teams in the larger cities and districts. In 
this way it will be possible to reach every dealer and 
druggist for assistance. The proposed building is in- 
tended to provide facilities for the following: Office 
quarters for general executive officers and editors of 
the various publications: office space for executive offi- 
cers of other national drug organizations who may wish 
to avail themselves of the privilege; an historical and 
research library where literature pertaining to pharmacy, 
past and present, may be preserved; an historical museum 
where the development of pharmacy may be shown; 
and one or more research laboratories specially equipped 
for study: in special problems affecting the drug busi- 
ness and United States Pharmacopoeia and National 
Formulary. The city where the building will be located 
has not been chosen, but the location will be decided by 
a vote of the entire membership after consideration of 
the advantages of different sites.

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FOUR NEW MENTHOLS TO BE OFFERED 
IN COMPETITION WITH JAPANESE 





One German Product, Two American, and the English 
Synthetic Menthol Complete Quartet—American Con- 
sumers Interested but Doubtful—Japan Has Invited 
Competition, Says Trade 


Four menthols of non-Japanese origin will ners 
find their way on the American market, according to 
an investigation made by Drug & CHEMICAL MaRKETS 
following the recent offers here of synthetic menthol in 
a limited way from the plant of a manufacturer in 
England. The English product, which is an optically 
inactive isomer of natural menthol, said to be made 
from eucalyptus oil, melting at 82 degrees Fahrenheit 
and non-U.S.P., will be the first to be offered in competi- 
tion with the Japanese, a shipment being due in about 
a week at New York. A German made menthol with 
what has been described as a rose-type odor, suitable for 
perfumery and toilet goods products, is expected to 
follow samples with commercial quantities within a 
few months. Two American products, both to be made 
from American peppermint oil in. the United States, are 
said to complete the quartet which may or may not 
threaten the monopoly of the five Japanese makers and 
force prices permanently to low ievels, that is under 
five dollars per pound. 'When compared with the 
Japanese position on production and stocks, the four 
outside products are distinctly in the embryo stage as 
yet. Even the English maker, who is offering in a 
small way at present, has not perfected his product or 
brought production to a point where it is a factor in the 
world’s menthol market. This is expected to take six 
months at least, while the others are even further away 
from an active competitive position. In the meantime, 
production from the plants of Kobayashi, Tase, and 
Nagaoka, which have already resumed operations in 
Japan, may have a bearing on the price within a few 
months. In fact, several leading New York handlers 
are reported short of menthol from April forward. 

That high prices for a number of years which have 
been driven upward by speculation and manipulation 
more than by actual shortages in Japan, have invited 
competition in menthol in England, Germany, and the 
United States, is agreed to by the biggest importer in 
New York. The protests of American and other con- 
sumers have been in vain. The Japanese have con- 
tinued to play the market and weaken their own position. 
With menthol at high prices, menthol substitutes become 
attractive to consumers and production of menthol from 
American peppermint oi! becomes a possibility, in spite 
of objections which some consumers have to both of 
these products, the trade believes. Two of the biggest 
consumers in the United States have been making their 
own menthol out of American oil from time to time for 
several years past when the price of the Japanese 
became too high, and may expand their operations. 

Whether the recent publicity attained by synthetic 
menthol, the high price, or expected lower figures after 
March for natural menthol, are responsible for a falling 
off in buying during the past fortnight, cannot be de- 
termined. Consumers are apparently interested in the 
new product, but apparently doubtful of its merits. One 
menthol factor stated that he had been informed by two 
big users that they had tried the synthetic material and 
had found it unsatisfactory althouch neither makes a 
U.S.P. product. On the other hand, one firm which is 
selling the English product here, claims it is being used 
successfully in confections and proprietary medicines as 
a lower-priced substitute where U.S.P. menthol is not 
necessarv. The English material is named at $9.00 to 
arrive while the German is held at $10.50 for shipment.

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SEIZED GERMAN PATENTS YIELD 
$1,000,153 IN ROYALTIES TO U.S 


Licenses to Make Arsphenamine Result in Reduction of 
Price From $3.50 Per Ampule to $1—Of 93 Licenses 
Issued 72 are Still in Force—One Hundred Companies 
Out of 400 Were Enemy-Controlled 

(Special to Druc & CHEMICAL MARKETS) 

Washington, Feb. 13.—Destruction of Germany’s mon- 
opoly over the dye, drug and chemical industries is 
attributed by the Federal Trade Commission to the 
war-time action by which American enterprises were 
licensed to use the patents, trade marks and copyrights 
owned or controlled by Germany or its allies. The 
Commission makes this asserticn in a report to the 
President covering the administration of the Trading- 
with-the-Enemy act. 

Arsphenamine, introduced as salvarsan, the report 
stated, affords perhaps the most striking illustration. 
With the estimated consumption approximating 2,500,000 
doses yearly the American supply, entirely of German 
manufacture and importation, was at the time the United 
States entered the war, practically exhausted. The small 
quantity in this country was being held at prohibitive 
prices, ranging upwards of $3.50 per ampule, or dose. 

Through the instrumentality of licenses, made possible 
by the war-time legislation, the United States now is 
producing an adequate supply of this drug, supervised 
and released by the Public Health Service, at prices 
ranging from $1 per ampule to the public, to 13 cents, 
the price at which the government is supplied. What 
has been said of arsphenamine, the Commission advised 
the President, is applicable also to other essential drugs, 
to dyes and chemicals generally, as well as to mechan- 
ical appliances, and other industries, domestic production 
in all such instances being the outgrowth of war legis- 
lation. Of the 93 licenses issued by the Commission 
under the law, 72 are still in effect; only 21 having been 
cancelled or otherwise terminated, the Commission re- 
ported. 

The Commission received $1,000,153.60 in royalties, re- 
presenting 5 per cent of gross sales under each license 
granted. This money constitutes a trust fund against 
which the owner of the licensed patent, trade mark or 
copyright had the right to sue in equity at any time 
within one year following the end of the war. Against 
this fund 125 suits now are pending. This number in- 
cludes the suit instituted against the Chemical Founda- 
tion, Inc., for the return of 4,500 patents assigned to the 
Corporation by the Alien Property Custodian. Investi- 
gation was made by the Commission under a provision 
of the law of some 400 comparries, more than 100 of 
which were found to be enemy-controlled, in a majority 
of cases German.

London Market Firmer for Codliver Oil, Citric Acid 
and Sal Soda—Prices Easier for Salicylic Acid, Men- 
thol, Chinese Cantharides, Carbolic Acid and Mer- 
curials 

(Special Cable to Druc & CuEemicat MaArRKETs) 


London, Feb. 13.—Trading in crude drugs and medi- 
cinal chemicals is quiet this week. Higher prices are 
announced on benzol, ipecac (Matto Grosso), sugar, 
honey and santonin. : 

The market is firmer for codliver oil, citric acid and 
sal soda. 

Prices are easier for salicylic acid, menthol, Chinese 
cantharides, carbolic acid and mercurials. 





Administration of the mercury mines of Almaden and 
Arrayanes will be entrusted to a body consisting of the 
president, appointed by the Government; two mining 
engineers with the rank of inspecting general or chief, 
appointed by the Minister of Commerce to represent 
the latter; one from the department of the Ministry 
of Commerce; one medical practitioner delegated by 
the General Direction of Health; one miner elected by 
th workmen’s organizations of the mines; and one State 
Advocate, acting as secretary, according to a Royal 
Decree, which has been issued at the instance of the 
Military Directorate. The new council will be called 
upon to submit to the Minister of Commerce within two 
months, a draft of a new set of statutes and regulations 
to replace those at present in force. 


French manufacturers of heavy chemicals look for- 
ward to a brisk season, says Assistant Trade Commis- 
sioner D. S. Green, Paris. Orders are coming in in 
considerable volume, chiefly for sulfuric acid. The 
demand for sulfuric acid has arisen among insecticide 
manufacturers. The demand for nitric acid has fallen 
off slightly. A reduction in price is hardly possible 
because of the necessity for purchasing nitrate of soda 
from London. Alkalis remain firm. 


The Hudikksvall Alkali Works has been bought by 
a syndicate which will start production this month of 
about 4,000 tons of alkalis and 5,000 bleaching powder, 
the present capacity of the plant, according to a report 
from Stockholm. New machinery will be installed in 
buildings already erected, which is expected to double 
this output. These production figures exceed the home 
needs of Sweden. 


The French Government has recently presented a 
bill to the Chamber of Deputies fixing inland excise 
duty on glucose at 15 francs per 100 kilogrammes. The 
basic import duty will be altered to 114 francs in the 
general tariff, and 57 francs in the minimum. 


A factory for the manufacture of wooden safety 
matches has been installed in Argentina by American 
interests. It is the first factory of its kind in the 
country and will produce approximately 70,000 boxes 
per day.

PRICES OF SULFUR IN SICILY

New plantings of tapioca in Java during November 
were 164,000 acres, compared with 240,000 acres for the 
same month in 1922, according to the Statistical Bureau, 
Buitenzorg. The report states that the harvest during 
the eleven months of 1923 was only slightly larger than 
thé preceding year, but the planted area for the same 
period was 845,000 acres, compared with 1,030,000 acres 
for the eleven months in 1922. 


An overproduction of coca in the Netherlands East 
Indies is probable, according to reports from Consul 
Charles L. Hoover at Batavia. In 1922 the exports of 
coca leaves increased to 1,284 tons, from the 1,137 tons 
in 1921, but due to strict regulations governing the sale 
of cocaine in all civilized countries, it is believed an 
overproduction will result. 


A new Dye Color Index, which has taken three years 
to complete, has recently been issued by the Society 
of Dyers and Colorists of Bradford, England. This 
new British work covers 1,236 synthetic dyes and 87 
natural dyes and will probably replace the German 
“Farbstofftabellen” as the standard authority. 


New import valuations on pharmaceutical, labora- 
tory, surgical and dental instruments and supplies in 
Uruguay, were established for a period of at least three 
years by a decree of Dec. 17, according to reports from 
Consul Thomas H. Bevan at Montevideo. 


The Spanish government proposes to appropriate 100,- 
000,000 pesetas for agricultural development, part of this 
money to be used for the purchase of fertilizers, and 
other farming material. 


Only 87 British cotton spinning companies out of 
287 declared dividends during 1923, and the average 
dividend was only 2.2 per cent compared with 3.73 
per cent in 1922.

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DYES IMPORTED IN 1923 FOR TEXTILE 
AND OTHER COLOR-USING INDUSTRIES 
Comparisons Made With Imports in 1921, 1922 and 1914, 

Showing Progress in Manufacturing Dyes in the 

United States—Allotments of Reparation Dyes 

A review of dyes imported in 1923 has been prepared 
together with corresponding imports for the years 1922, 
1921 and the pre-war year 1914. The imports for the 
fiscal year 1914 are taken from Department of Com- 
merce Special Agent Series 121. The import figures 
for the years 1921 and 1922 are taken from the Annual 
Census of Dyes and Other Synthetic Organic Chemicals 
issued by the U. S. Tariff Commission. This list 
points out the leading dyes, of foreign origin used by 
the domestic textile and dye consuming industries. Of 
the 66 dyes totaling 1,617,052 pounds, seven were im- 
ported in excess of 50,000 pounds each and twenty-seven 
in excess of 20,000 pounds. The total imports for the 
fourteen leading dyes exceeded 700,000 pounds. Twen- 
ty-two of the sixty-six dyes were of Swiss manufacture 
and 31 per cent of the quantity came from that country, 
while practically the entire remainder were manufac- 
tured in Germany. 

The vat dyes lead in the quantity of imports.. In- 
danthrene golden orange G and R, totaling 123,140 
pounds, and the two vat pinks (Hydron and Helindone) 
91,067 pounds while the figures for Indanthrene yellow 
were 83,208 pounds. Among the acid dyes the Patent 
blues and Xylene light yellow totaled 120,059 pounds. 
Of the Mordant and Chrome colors, Alizarin blue black 
leads with an import of 56,332 pounds followed by 
Alizarin, synthetic with 35,168 pounds, less than one- 
fifth of the pre-war imports. In the group of Direct 
colors, Diaminogene blue and the two Trisulphon browns 
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accounted for over 100,000 pounds. Of the Basic dyes, 
Phosphine and Rhodamine 6G and B accounted for 
nearly 95,000 pounds. 

Only two of the dyes, Schultz 220 Buffalo black PY 
and Schultz 392 Buffalo direct orange. were produced in 
the United States in 1914 whereas at present about 
30 of this list are now being manufactured. Many of 
these dyes are not produced at all in this country while 
others are made but not in quantities sufficient to meet 
our domestic requirements. A further examination of 
the import figures for the years prior to 1923 reveals 
the recent increased consumption of faster dyes and the 
demand for certain new types which possess special ad- 
vantages, such as economy of application, or fastness. 
The reduced import in recent years compared with 
those of 1914, is in most cases due to the increased do- 
mestic production. An increased import in recent years 
compared with the pre-war imports points out in many 
cases a trend of greater consumption even over and 
above the domestic production. 

In a study of the import data for a particular dye 
it is highly important to consider the relationships with 
other similar colors. This is illustrated in the case of 
Indanthrene blue GCD, the most important vat dye 
other than indigo. Here we have a pre-war import in 
1914 of 478,985 pounds and an import of 66,537 pounds 
in 1923. The reduced import of 201,835 pounds in 1921 
is due in part to the increased domestic production. 
In 1922, however, the imports receded to 16,802 pounds. 
This is due not alone to a 200 per cent increase in the 
domestic production for that year, but also to the im- 
portation of 239,085 pounds of Indanthrene blue BCS. 
The latter is similar to Indanthrene blue GCD, possess- 
ing, however, greater fastnesses to chlorine and was sub-

CHEMICAL PRICES UNCHANGED BUT FIRM 


Steady Buying of Small Lots Makes Fair Total of Busi- 
ness—Sal Ammoniac Scarce—Acetone Lower—Tin 
Salts Strong—Copper Sulfate in Demand—Starches 
Firm 
Chemical prices have shown little change during the 

past week although a firm undertone generally has been 

noted. Steady buying of small lots from spot stocks 
of most of the chemical list has built up a fair volume 
of business. Except for contracted materials, however, 
consumers will not expand purchases beyond limited 
quantities, apparently not having a great deal of con- 
fidence in chemical prices even at current low levels. 

Stocks of some products are reported to have gradually 

contracted to a point where prices are likely to be af- 

fected. Two outstanding cases are those of white im- 

ported sal ammoniac and olive oil. Starches and dex- 

trines hold very firm and if corn continues to rise, 
further advances in these products may be looked for. 

Tin salts are strong with a rising tendency on the price 

of metal. Acetone has been reduced by producers. 

Demand for copper sulfate from agricultural districts 

is expanding. Present prices for vitriol are below pre- 

war, and the trade believes that any sustained buying 
will send the price up even in the face of the soft metal 
market.

stituted to a considerable extent for the GCD brand in 
the cotton-dyeing industry. In 1923 the imports of 
BCS feil to 12,240 pounds. The BCS brand was pro- 
duced in quantity in the United States in 1922. It is 
further probable that the large import of BCS in 1922 
was partly carried over to 1923 and that the combined 
production and importation of the BCS brand directly 
influenced the imports as well as the production of 
GCD in 1922. The imports of the GCD receded from 
201,835 pounds in 1921 to 16,802 pounds in 1922, In 
1923, however, imports of the GCD increased to 68,537 
pounds. Of the total imports of Indanthrene blue GCD 
through the Port of New York during 1923, 16 per cent 
came from Italy and 10 per cent of all dyes imported 
were shipped from that country. The significance of 
this can be more readily appreciated by a brief review 
of the Reparation dye deliveries. 

During the period of the United States’ participation, 
the option for the delivery of 25 per cent of the Ger- 
man daily production accorded no GCD blue to Italy 
and only 9 per cent of the other vat dyes, while the 
United States received 60 per cent of GCD blue and 
42 per cent of other vats. 

According to the report of the Reparation Commis- 
sion, Italy received up to December 1922, 4,241,832 kilos 
of all dyes out of a total delivery by Germany of 22,- 
689,775 kilos. Italy ranked second to Great Britain, 
the latter receiving 6,159,583 kilos of all dyes. These 
Reparation figures are of interest in a consideration of 
the possible imports of Reparation dyes from Italy and 
France during 1924, in view of the renewed deliveries of 
the I. G. to the different allied countries.

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CAUSTIC ACID BILLS IN TWO STATES 
UPSET INSECTICIDE MANUFACTURERS 


All Preparations Containing Cresols or Cresylic Acid 
May Be Affected—Sulfuric, Nitric, Carbolic, Hypo- 
chlorous and Sodium Hydroxide Above a Certain 
Per Cent Concentration Come Under the Ban in New 
Jersey and Virginia Measures 
Bills to regulate the sale of caustic acids have been 

introduced in the legislatures of New Jersey (House 
Bill No. 169) and Virginia (House Bill No. 40). The 
bills will seriously interfere with the sale of disinfectants, 
household insecticides and pipe cleaners. Judge Thomp- 
son of the Proprietary Association says these bills may 
affect all preparations containing cresols or cresylic acid 
and suggests that perhaps they are being brought for- 
ward at the instance of some interested party 

The words “caustic or caustic substances” are defined 
as follows in the bills: 

Sulfuric acid and any preparation containing free or 
chemically unneutralized suifuric acid (H,SO,) in a con- 
centration of ten per centum or more; 

“Nitric acid or any preparation containing free or 
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chemically unneutralized nitric acid (HNO,) in a con- 
centration of five per centum or more; 

“Carbolic acid, otherwise known as phenol, and any 
preparation containing carbolic acid or phenol in a con- 
centration of five per centum or more; 

“Hypochlorous acid, either free or combined, includ- 
ing calx chiorinata, bleaching powder, chloride of lime, 
chlorinated soda, and chlorinated potash, and any pre- 
paration containing any of the aforesaid substances so 
as to yield a concentration of ten per centum or more 
of available chlorine; 

“Sodium hydroxide and any preparation containing 
free or chemicaliy unneutralized sodium hydroxide 
(NaOH), including caustic soda and lye, in a concen- 
tration of ten per centum or more.” 

Products intended for household use must be accom- 
panied by a statement containing the name of the 
article, the name and place of business of the manu- 
facturers, seller or distributor, a poison label and direc- 
tions for treatment in case of accidental poisoning, with 
the names of two readily obtainable antidotes. The 
Insecticide and Disinfectant Manufacturers Association 
will oppose the bills.
